Probably the most alarming sign yet visible in Washington 
is the fact that the recent slump in stock and commodity prices 
was widely hailed as a readjustment marking the end of inflation. 
I his is disturbing because it shows how far the men in whose 
hands lies the fate of the nation come from understanding what 
inflation really is, how it works, and when it is being controlled, 
I heir comments show they are completely at sea. That goes 
for all of them, even those who, like Bernard Baruch, ought to 
know much better. 
They are all making the same false analysis of inflation—that 
all there is to this economic cancer is'rising prices. 
As has been said many times, prices are only a secondary 
effect of inflation. They are not its cause. "Controlling" them 
doesn't cure inflation. Nor does a drop in prices, whether arti­ 
ficial or natural, have any bearing whatsoever on the important 
question of whether the inflationary spiral has been broken. 
There are innumetable studies of the cycles of inflation. Most 
of the records of John I-aw and his "Mississippi Bubble," which 
bankrupted France back in the early I 700*s, arr available to 
anyone who wants to teview them. The famous currency inflation 
of Franee immediately after the French Revolution has been 
surveyed and condensed in what has become the classic case 
history of this type of inflation. 
I-or that matter, a great many people can remember most of 
the details of recent inflationary spirals— that of the German 
Mark after the first World War, for example. 
I hose who think that the inflationary processes rise in a neat. 
even swing, and then break at one abrupt point, need only to go 
back to these records to see that they do nothing of the sort. 
The course of inflation, as has been said of true love, never 
tuns smooth. It charts into a saw-tooth line, with quick upward 
spurts, followed by sharp reactions. When the break comes 
close, there almost always are several "soft" spots before the 
finn! disastrous plunge. And the plunge itself is not a single 
steep line. but a sort of staircase— going down. 
The point is this: that a single sharp reaction in the course 
of inflation no more means that it is done and "controlled** than 
a January thaw means winter is over. 
In this case, where Stock Market securities and Mich com­ 
modities as grain and cotton dropped suddenly in price, it 
* ****** Price* 
getting back in line, not 
with NORMAL, but with the process of INFLATION. 
Inflation is still here. It is just a bit more dangerous than 
ever, because so many assume that it has "adjusted" itself The 
patient hasn t been cured—what has happened is that some in­ 
competent doctors are insisting that he is no longer sick.
